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Big Attacks 
Thrown Back by 
U. S. Marines 


Foe Loses Heavily; 
Fighting In Saigon 
Suburbs Dies Down 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. Ma­ 
rines hu rled back big North 
Vietnamese attack s in the far 
north and inflicted heav y cas­ 
u alties, the U.S. Command re­ 
ported Wednesday . Bu t fighting 
died down in su bu rban Saigon 
for the first time in neftrly a 
week . 
The northern battles appeared 
to be a direct resu lt of heav y in­ 
filtration of North Vietnamese 
across the demilitarized zone 
since the start of peace talk s in 
Paris, U.S. commanders said. 
“The war has intensified, bu t 
they (the enemy ) are not doing 
well militarily ,” Gen. William 
C. Westmoreland, the U.S. com­ 
mander in Vietnam, told report­ 
ers before leav ing for Sou th Ko­ 
rea en rou te to Washington. 
“They ’v e had no military v icto­ 
ries.” 
The sharpest enemy attack s 
in the north came near Khe 
Sanh, the western anchor of the 
Marine and Sou th Vietnamese 
defense line ru nning along the 
demilitarized zone between the 
Vietnams. 
Abou t 400 North Vietnamese 
charged the Marine lines two 
miles sou theast of Khe Sanh u n­ 
der cov er of a heav y artillery 
barrage Tu esday , hu rling gre­ 
nades and satchel charges of ex ­ 
plosiv es. 
Beaten back , the North Viet­ 
namese regrou ped and attack ed 
again. This time U.S. helicopter 
gu nships joined the battle and 
U.S. tank s and 200 Marine rein­ 
forcements came u p. 
Then the enemy retreated u n­ 
der cov er of artillery fire and 
the Marines reported k illing 230 
North Vietnamese while su ffer­ 
ing casu alties of 13 dead and 44 
wou nded. 
At the eastern end of the zone, 
Marines engaged troops of the 
320th North Vietnamese Div ison 
for the fifth straight day ju st 
north of Dong Ha. The Marines 
are try ing to driv e the North 
Vietnamese away from the Cu a 
Viet Riv er, an important su pply 
line. 
After a day of battle, the Ma­ 
rines reported they k illed 34 
North Vietnamese. Marine cas­ 
u alties were giv en as 15 k illed 
and 9 wou nded. Sou th Viet­ 
namese claimed they k illed 40 
North Vietnamese withou t su f­ 
fering a casu alty in a battle fiv e

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Nav y Wednesday night officially 
declared the crew of the nu clear 
su bmarine Scorpion as missing. 
It described this action as an 
administrativ e mov e “in order 
to mitigate financial hardship 
which cou ld affect some of the 
families” of the 99 officers and 
men of the su bmarine, ov erdu e 
since Monday . 
“This action does not change 
the ov erdu e statu s of the ship or 
inv olv e any implication that the 
Scorpion will not be fou nd,” the 
statement said. 
“The present intense sea-air 
and su b su rface search will con­ 
tinu e.” 
The Nav y u p to now has re­ 
sisted u sing the word “missing” 
in any way in connection with 
the Scorpion.

It was in 1 888 
that John A. Logan, commander 
in chief of the Grand Army of the Repu blic, dir­ 
ected that all G.A.R. posts set aside the 30th of 
May “for the pu rpose of strewing with flowers or 
otherwise decorating the grav es of comrades who 
died in defense of their cou ntry du ring the late 
rebellion.” 
At first, and for long afterward, called Decora­ 
tion Day , the name was later changed to Memor­ 
ial Day and came to be a day in which to honor 
the dead of all wars, not ju st those of the Civ il 
War. 
Today , the heroes’ grav es we wou ld strew with 
flowers hav e mu ltiplied by the tens of thou sands 
and lie scattered abou t the entire world. 
In the 100 y ears since that first Memorial Day , 
fiv e more wars hav e called America’s sons to 
fight and die in places far from home, places 
whose once-strange names are indelibly etched 
into history —San Ju an Hill . . . Belleau Woods

Jima . . . Missionary 
Ridge . . . Khe Sanh . . .

House Ties $6 Billion Cut 
In Spending to Tax Increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Hou se told President Johnson 
Wednesday it will not consider 
his $10 billion income tax su r­ 
charge u nless it is matched with 
spending cu ts of $6 billion. 
This was the effect of a 259- 
137 v ote defeating a motion to 
scale the economy part of the 
pack age down to a $4 billion cu t 
—the figu re Johnson offered, 
throu gh relu ctantly , to accept. 
Hou se leaders tentativ ely set 
a showdown v ote for Ju ne 12 on 
the combination measu re, which 
the Senate already has passed 
in slightly different form. 
It combines the 10 per cent 
su rtax , estimated to y ield abou t 
$10 billion, and a spending ceil­ 
ing for the y ear beginning Ju ly 
1 that wou ld impose the $6 bil­ 
lion cu t below the bu dget fig­ 
u res. 
Appropriations wou ld be cu t 
by $10 billion, bu t since some 
are for fu tu re y ears, the actu al 
spending redu ction for the y ear 
wou ld be only $6 billion.

wou ld be directed to su bmit pro­ 
posals for trimming $8 billion 
ou t of left-ov er bu t still u nspent 
appropriations. 
If the Hou se v otes the pack ­ 
age nex t month and the Senate 
accepts the changes in its v er­ 
sion—both now probable bu t 
still not certain—Johnson will 
hav e the u ltimate decision.

Killed 2 Continues 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)- A 
freshman coed was in cu stody 
Wednesday as a material wit­ 
ness in Ohio State Univ ersity ’s 
May 22 Lincoln Tower dormi­ 
tory fire that resu lted in the 
death of two other coeds. 
Inv estigators of the state Ar­ 
son Bu reau hav e said it was a 
“sat” fire withou t elaborating. 
They say the inv estigation is 
continu ing, pw r t i c u l a r l y a 
search for a motiv e. 
As a second coed died of smok e 
inhalation cau sed by the blaze 
on the 11th floor of the 24-story 
dormitory , inv estigators called 
a news conference to annou nce 
the latest dev elopment. 
Terry Drak e, first assistant 
state fire marshal, said the in­ 
v estigation had tak en Harriet 
Frances Leeb, 19, a freshman 
of Sou th Eu clid, Cu y ahoga Cou n­ 
tv , into cu stody early Wednes­ 
day . 
She was tak en before Mu ­ 
nicipal Ju dge Henry Holden and 
ordered held in cou nty jail 
u nder $25,000 bond as a material 
witness. 
There was no immediate in­ 
dication how long the girl wou ld 
be held in jail. 
Other than 
identify ing the 
coed held as a witness, and the 
fact the school is continu ing 
dormitory fire gu ards “for the 
safety of all residents, news­ 
men were told little abou t the 
case. 
Drak e tu rned a s i d e news­ 
men’s 
q u estions 
abou t 
Miss 
Leeb and other circu mstances 
of her arrest. 
Drak e was q u estioned spe­ 
cifically abou t his u se of the 
term “set fire.” 
It dev eloped that inv estigators 
apparently are concerned abou t 
interpretation of Ohio’s arson 
laws, in defining what is a 
“residence” or a “dwelling” in 
connection with filing charges 
u nder the law. 
They apparently plan to seek 
a ru ling on whether Lincoln 
Tower can be considered a 
“residence” in legal terms. In­ 
v estigators did admit a q u estion 
of semantics is inv olv ed. 
The first coed to die, on the 
day of the fire, was freshman 
Pamela Su e Patterson, 18, of 
Lu dlow Falls, Miami Cou nty . 
Of the 14 other coeds who su f­ 
fered sev erly from smok e in­ 
halation in their Uth floor q u ar­ 
ters of the tower, wily two re­ 
main in the hospital and their 
conditions are satisfactory .

There was no identification of 
the dead sev eral hou rz after the 
blast, as rescu e work ers contin­ 
u ed to probe the ru ins for one 
child still missing. 
Heroic efforts by nu rsery em­ 
ploy es k ept the death toll from 
going higher. Police said the 
nu rsery manager and an assist­ 
ant were among the dead. 
The work ers began remov ing 
the children as soon as they 
heard the impact of a bu lldozer 
against a gas line and the hiss 
of gas escaping from a brok en 
main. 
The ex plosion occu rred as the 
first grou p of children was 
being mov ed to the safety of an 
adjoining hou se. 
Flames q u ick ly env eloped the 
bu ilding, bu t nu rsery work ers 
retu rned sev eral times to bring 
ou t ether children ranging in 
age from six months to six 
y ears. Twenty -two escaped inju ­ 
ry 
A dozen or so persona, most of 
them children, were treated at 
hospitals, and three were admit­ 
ted.

NORFOLK, Va. (AP) - For 
the women, the agonising wait 
began on Monday. 
The word was out: The U83 
Scorpion, with her 19 officers 
and men, was due hi pert that 
day. 
The women flocked to the de- 
stroyer-escort piers at Norfolk 
Naval Base and, as the wind 
and rain beat down harshly out 
of the northeast, parked their 
cars on the pier where the sub­ 
marine was ex pected. 
All day Monday, they waited. 
And all day Tuesday, as the 
rain kept coming down and ap­ 
prehension grew. Some stayed 
at the pier. Some went aboard 
the tender Orion, the Scorpion's 
mother ship, and sat around the 
lounge, talking, drinking coffee. 
Some went heme. 
Most stayed home on Wednes­ 
day, hoping, praying as the min­ 
utes dragged into hours and ths 
days the Scorpion has been ov­ 
erdue became eternity. 
Some 
wept. Some were incredibly 
brave. 
To each of the families of the 
Scorpion crew who live in Nor­ 
folk, the nuclear submarine's 


home port, the Navy sashed a 
“sponsor” — an officer or an 
enlisted man to reassure them, 
to offer comfort. 
The Navy said It was not of­ 
fering them “false hopes” for 
the safety ef the Scorpion, 
which vanished on • submerged 
voyage home from Spain- 
“We're giving It to them 
straight,” said a man at Atlan­ 
tic Fleet headq uarters. “We're 
not trying to cushion 
any

“Our hopes are high,” said a 
friend who answered the tele­ 
phone at her home.

I'm prepared, and of 
course I'll take any hope they 
give. But I have a feeling. . .1 
hope to God I'm wrong. I pray 
to God I am.”

Sharp of common pleas court 
sentenced two East Liverpool 
youth» 
Wednesday afternoon 
and placed a third on probation. 
He also sentenced a Salem man. 
David L. Roberts, 20, of East 
Liverpool, was sentenced to 10 
to 25 years in the Ohio State 
Reformatory 
for an armed 
robbery last July 24 at Adrian's 
Catering Service in East Liver­ 
pool. 
However, since it is the opin­ 
ion of psychiatrists at Lima 
State Hospital that the youth is 
psychopathic offender, Judge 
Sharp suspended the sentence 
indefinitely and ordered Rob­ 
erts returned to the state hos­ 
pital until authorities approve 
lit commital to the reforma­ 
tory. 
Roberts last September plead- 
I not guilty by reason of in­ 
sanity and was sent to Lima 
or an ex amination and report. 
Subseq uently he withdrew the 
dea, pleaded guilty and asked 
or probation. Then, when the 
probation hearing came up A 
ril 4, the judge ordered 
erts returned to Lima for an­ 
other ex amination because the 
parents and adult probation of­ 
ficer “feel the youth is in des­ 
perate need of psychiatric at- 
tention.” 
At the req uest of Prosecuting 
Atty. J. Warren Bettis yester­ 
day, Judge Sharp dismissed an­ 
other armed robbery charge 
against Roberts—an $80 holdup 
last July 26 at Berlie’s Diner, 
also in East Liverpool. 
John William (Bill) Finley, 
18, of East Liverpool, who was 
convicted of one burglary in a 
trial and pleaded guilty to 
another break-in, was denied 
probation and was sentenced to 
the reformatory for 1 to 15 
years on each count. The sen­ 
tence may be served together. 
Finley was indicted for bur­ 
glaries Dec. 14 at the Petrosol 
Service Station and the Sunoco 
Service Station in East Liver­ 
pool. 
David Cunningham, 19, of 
East Liverpool, was granted 
probation for one year after 
pleading guilty to malicious de­ 
struction of property and petty 
larceny. He was accused of 
ripping a pay telephone off a 
wall at Patterson-wetzel Laun­ 
dromat, East Liverpool, last 
Oct. 1. 
Cunningham is serving a 90- 
day sentence handed down last 
month by Judge Raymond S. 
Buzzard in common pleas court 
for harboring and concealing a 
felon. Judge Buzzard put Cun­

Sowing Seeds of Catastrophe 


Great Britain's p resent p redicament shou ld 
be a lesson to the United States. Hav ing sown 
the seeds of inflation for three decades, H is no 
wonder that inflation Is in fu ll bloom. 
Only a few decades ago Great Britain was 
the wealthiest nation in the world. Howev er, by 
Inflation of the money su p p ly , wage and salary 
settlements in ex cess of p rodu ctiv ity increases, 
featherbedding p ractices and with costly wel­ 
fare state p rograms, this one-time wealthy na­ 
tion has had to cry "u nde" in the form of de­ 
v alu ation of the p ou nd. 
The United States is following p olicies similar 
to those adop ted hi Great Britain. For the first 
time in ou r history strict controls of cap ital ex ­ 
p orts by U.S. corp orations hav e been p u t into 
effect. Restrictions on the freedom of U.S. citi­ 
zens to trav el abroad hav e been p rop osed. To 
delu de the p u blic, slick tricks hav e been u sed to 
p ostp one the remedial action necessary . 


Failu re to go to the root of the imbalance of 
p ay ments p roblem, failu re to lessen the p ower 
of monop oly u nions, failu re to recognise that 
Inflation raises to greater afflu ence those who 
hav e mu ch, and robs those who hav e little, 
make the situ ation in the Uiflted States p reca­ 
riou s. 
No one knows the p recise timing of the u n­ 
p leasant ev ents ahead and there is no ap p arent 
reason why the United States cou ld not continu e 
the p rocess as long as France did. In the case 
of France Inflationary p olicies p rev ailed for 
nearly 90 y ears u ntil the French franc finally 
became worth less than 4-10 of one p er cent of 
its original v alu e. 
As a matter of self-interest it is high time 
that Americans awaken to the catastrop hic p os­ 
sibilities and hav e the statesmanlike cou rage 
to do what is necessary . 
Story Behind the Figures 


A rep ort from the Social Secu rity Administra­ 
tion in Washington shows a decline du ring the 
y ears of 1999 to 1998 in the nu mber of Ameri­ 
cans considered in the p oor category . 
The gov ernment sets p ov erty -lev el Income at 
less than $3,000 a y ear. The Social Secu rity Ad­ 
ministration u ses a formu la based on the cost 
of food p lu s twice that amou nt for other ex ­ 
p enses. 
Under the Social Secu rity index , a nonfarm 
family of fou r wou ld be in the p ov erty category 
if its income was u nder $3,380 a y ear. 
According to Social Secu rity figu res, the nu m­ 


ber of p eop le liv ing in p ov erty decreased from 
S8.9 million in 1959 to 29.7 million in 1908, a 
drop of 9.2 million. 
While ev ery one is scu rry ing arou nd try ing to 
find way s to get more p eop le ou t of the p ov erty 
class, may be somebody cou ld go and talk to 
some of those who climbed ou t of the ranks of 
the p oor. They are the ones who hav e the answ­ 
ers. 
It ju st might come to light that they got jobs. 
If relief rolls were free of able-bodied men, 
there wou ld be less comp laining abou t the cost 
of welfare. 
Not Ready for Peace 


The North Vietnamese obv iou sly p refer war 
to any form of comp romise on the amou nt of 
bombing being condu cted by the United States. 
They remain adamant, comp letely u ny ielding. 
In demanding a cessation of all boip bing and 
"other acts of war" aginst the North, u ncondi- 
Uolly , immediately and comp letely . 
If they were to say , "Cu t y ou r bombing in 
half and we wiU redu ce ou r infiltration by 
half,** or make some other redu ction agree­ 
ment, the war wou ld de escalate and p eace 
wou ld become increasingly p ossible. 
Their obstinacy rev eals they are not ready to 
make p eace. 


The American delegation in Paris is rep orted 
to hav e come to the conclu sion that Hanoi sent 
its rep resentativ es to the negotiation table tar 
one reason only —to get the bombing halted. 
It looks also as if neither side (dans to giv e 
u p any thing at the conference table It Isn't 
forced to y ield on the battlefield. 
Conseq u ently , according to fragmentary ev i­ 
dence, U.S. field commanders hav e been told, 
in effect, to win the war in the nex t three 
months. 
Americans hav e heard this sort of thing be­ 
fore. Bu t it hasn't hap p ened. 
This time they are going to hav e to be shown. 
Recipe for Longevity 


If y ou are p lanning to liv e to a rip e old age, 
get listed in "Who's Who.'* 
Prominent p rofessional and bu siness figu res 
liv e distinctly longer on the av erage than men 
in the general p op u 'ation, according to statis­ 
ticians of Metrop olitan Life Insu rance Com- 
p any . 
A 12-v ear stu dy of 6,329 distingu ished men 
listed in the 196941 edition of "Who’s Who In 
America” rev ealed that they had a mortality 
rate av eraging 80 p er cent below that of white 
males in the general p op u lation. 
If y ou can't make it into "Who's Who**, 
think abou t mov ing west of the Mississip p i, 
p articu larly to the Great Plains. 


A stu dy ju st released by 
the gov ernment 
shows that in some regions, esp ecially in the 
East, men between the ages of 45 and $4 nm 
twice as high a risk of dy ing as do those liv ­ 
ing in low-rate areas. 
For ex amp le, the death rate in the Scanton- 
and Wilkes-Barre, Pa., area av erages 2,189 
p er 180,000 p op u lation. This is nearly twice 
the rate for sou th central Nebraska, which 
has one of the lowest rates In the nation. The 
national rate is 1,526 for ev ery 100,000 p ersons. 
Until a lot more facts are in — or as the 
ex p erts say , u ntil all the p arameters are 
delineated — y ou r gu ess as to why su ccessru l 
achiev ement or residence in Nebraska Is con­ 
du civ e to long life is as good as any body else's. 
Eggs-acting Role for Atom 


The atom, which has foe p ower to p u lv erise 
cities, has now been p u t to u se to p rev ent, of 
all things, egg breakage. 
A nu clear gau ge for measu ring eggshell 
strength has been jointly dev elop ed by foe 
Atomic Energy Commission and foe Dep art­ 
ment of Agricu ltu re. Information on eggshell 
strength Is imp ortant to sort ou t eggs too 
fragile for mechanical p rocessing, to deter­ 
mine p ackaging and transp ortation req u ire - 
ments and to assist in the design of egg- 
handling eq u ip ment. 
The gau ge consis's of a sma'l beta radia­ 
tion sou rce and detector assembly , a radia­ 


tion cou nter and a high v oltage p ower su p p ly . 
The whole sy stem can be p ackaged in a con­ 
tainer the fix e of a ty p ewriter. 
Thick eggshells reflect back some of foe 
beta p articles, foin ones allow more of the 
radiation to trav el forward. The gau ge Is p re­ 
cise enou gh to classify eggs into six categorise 
of shell strenglh. No radiation is retained by 
the eggs and edibility is not affected. 
It’s a modest enou gh ex amp le of transform­ 
ing a sword into a p lowshare. Yet the p rob­ 
lem of breakage cu rrently adds u p to a $28 
million annu al loss to commercial egg p ro-

One mu st, indeed, be sy mp athetic with fo^ 
p rime minister, in v iew of foe hu e and cry 
heard in this cou ntry abou t not getting Inv olv ­ 
ed in "any more Vietnam.** 


AND WHEN at least two p residential asp i­ 
rants hav e camp aigned along that same line, It 
is u nderstandable that foe p rime minister 
might think that "no more Vietnams" cou ld 
mean "no Au straiias at all." 
Ev en thou gh President Johnson has assu red 
him that this cou ntry will continu e to honor its 
commitments, cou ld he be ex p ected to p u t 
mu ch confidence in the assu rance of a man 
abou t to be rep laced? 
Let’s su p p ose Bobby Kennedy shou ld su cceed 
President Johnson. This p rosp ect mu st throw a 
fright into foe p rime minister in v iew of Sen. 
Kennedy 's cu rrent op p osition to American in­ 
v olv ement in Vietnam. 
If Mr. Groton were p rime minister of Israel, 
he wou ld not hav e to worry for Sen. Kennedy 
has said he wou ld su p p ort Israel — with arms 
if necessary . Bu t Au stralia is a long way off. 


IT IS INTERESTING to note that Prime Min­ 
ister Gorton hop es to see Gov . Nelson Rockefel­ 
ler and Sen. Kennedy du ring his v isit to foe 
United States. Ap p arently he feels he known 
something of foe p osition of the other candi­ 
dates, bu t these two — well, he wants to see 
them. 
It is too bad that one of ou r stau nchest fight­ 
ing allies in foe war in Vietnam shou ld be se 
worried abou t whether or not foe United States 
will be as good as its word.

Participatory Democracy 


The hu miliation of Colu mbia Univ ersity by 
hoodlu ms — some of whom were stu dents and 
some, like Stokely Carmichael and H. Rap . 
Brown, UNHess rev olu tionists — is a v ery good 
ex amp le of a concep t called "p articip atory de­ 
mocracy .** 
That is a slogan ap p arently coined by the 
New Left It inv olv es a concep t which is ex p lic­ 
it in some and imp licit in all of Sen. Rotert 
Kennedy ’s more seriou s — I cannot say more 
throu ghtfu l — sp eeches. 
That fancy p hrase was the key to the Stu ­ 
dents for a Democratic Society 's (SDS) Port 
Hu ron manifesto in 1982. As is characteristic of 
foe statements of so many half-baked intellec­ 
tu als, that manifesto was fu ll of 19-dollar words 
and p hrases. 
The objectiv e is "decentralization" or "deci­ 
sion making of basic social conseq u ence carried 
on by p u blic grou p ings"—those grou p s being 
concerned with edu cation, hou sing, job p rodu c­ 
tion and ev en "p olice bru tality ." 


THE POINT Is to demand real p ower by p ri­ 
v ate grou p s instead of by legally constitu ted 
p u blic serv ants. 
Under this p lan of setting u p a new decentral­ 
toed civ ilisation are a nu mber of SDS sp ecifics: 
"Local, regional and national economic p lan­ 
ning’’; ‘‘a welfare state — ev ery one’s welfare 
according to need’’; p u blic corp orations to su p ­ 
p lant p riv ate bu sinesses; international sy stems 
of edu cation; "u niv ersal controlled disarma­ 
ment'' u nder the United Nations, "and the 
gradu al transfer of sov ereignties. . .to su ch 
machinery .'' 
We hav e seen some of this in ou r great cities. 
Thera the p eop le in the local commu nities hav e 
demanded that federal fu nds for welfare be ad­ 
ministered by the beneficiaries, selection of 
teachers and p rincip als and the making of cu r­ 
ricu la by p arents, civ ilian boards to control the 
p olice, and in colleges and u niv ersities demands 
et stu dents to take ov er decision making from 
tru stees and administrators. 
Ideas et the New Left get into Kennedy 
sp eeches, according to commentators Rowland 
Ev ans and Robert Nov ak, throu gh Pete HamiL 
"a radical y ou ng jou rnalist and nov elist," ’ and 
Jack Newfield, a leading sp irit in the New Left. 
And so Kennedy said at Weber State College 
In Ogden, Utah, "We mu st retu rn local control 
to foe p eop le themselv es. In the last analy sis it 
shou ld be in the cities and towns and v illages 
where the decisions are made, not in Washing­ 
ton.'* At Brigham You ng Univ ersity , he called 
for " a now kind of p rogram which p laces mon­ 
ter directly into commu nities, instead of flowing 


throu gh an inefficient, ov erstru ctu red, often ty ­ 
rannical bu reau cracy ." 
In Los Angeles Kennedy told Negroes, "I 
want the control ov er y ou r destinies to be de­ 
cided by the p eop le in Watts, not by those of u s 
who are in Washington." 
So this is "p articip atory democracy ." And wo 
hav e seen it in action at Colu mbia Univ ersity . 
Three or fou r hu ndred stu dents, blade and 
white, entered and occu p ied fiv e v ital bu ildings 
where u nergradu ate and gradu ate dasses 
meet and where administrativ e an facu lty of­ 
fices are located. 
A sq u ad also occu p ied and held the p resi­ 
dent’s office where once the great Nicholas 
Mu rray Bu tler and former President Dwight 
Eisenhower held sway . Thu s these storm troop ­ 
ers seized the v ital sp ots where the u niv ersity 's 
gov ernment op erates mu ch as rev olu tions in 
Eu rop e hav e su ccessfu lly ov erthrown gov ern­ 
ments. 
, 
And the negotiations which followed were 
marked by the endless delay ing p rocedu re 
which are marking the effort of the United 
States to talk terms with Hanoi. For a long 
time mediation by facu lty committees failed be­ 
cau se of the demands of the rebels. 
The p ews of these ev ents which reached me 
here, hu ndreds of miles from Morningside 
Heights, was food for some sad reflections. I 
held the title of p rofessor of p u blic law there 
few 25 y ears. The v ery dep artment of which I 
was a member was fou nded by a great stu dent 
of the Constitu tion, John W. Bu rgess. 


HE TAUGHT that ou r constitu tional sy stem 
was at once a p attern of law and a gu arantee 
of liberty . And that there cou ld be no liberty 
withou t law. Bu t "p articip atory democracy " re­ 
jects law and destroy s liberty . And it isn't ev en 
democracy when a few hu ndred stu dents deny 
foe rights of 10,000 who are try ing to get an 
edu cation. 
By coincidence there was p u blished in the lo­ 
cal newsp ap er which told of the disgracefu l 
ev ents at Colu mbia Univ ersity a tribu te to the 
great German-born liberal, Francis Lieber, who 
tau ght at Sou th Carolina College before the Civ ­ 
il War. He went from there to Colu mbia College 
in New York and is honored there by a p rofes­ 
sorship named for him. 
As a gradu ate stu dent 1 stu died p olitical p hi­ 
losop hy with the Lieber Professor at Colu mbia 
In his writings there is a reminder to all of the 
danger in the doctrines of su ch demagogs as 
Robert Kennedy : 
“The tru e Rep u blican wants no absolu tism of 
any sort — none to p ractice on others, and none 
to p ractice on himself."

France, which has long had a Commu nist 
p arty , is in the midst today of v irtu al rev olu ­ 
tion. 
Italy , which has for y ears had Commu nist 
rep resentation in Its p arliament, has ju st elect­ 
ed a su bstantially increased nu mber from that 
p arty . 


VIOLENT DEMONSTRATIONS by stu dents 
in Stockholm p romp ted the Swedish minister of 
the interior to issu e a p u blic statement declar­ 
ing the stu dent u p rising in Stockholm was "in­ 
sp ired by a small grou p of Commu nists." 
Bu t why wou ld France, which has had a 
Commu nist p olitical faction in its p arliament 
for sev eral y ears, be the v ictim of a consp iracy 
which now has brou ght strikes, riots and a na­ 
tionwide p araly sis of bu siness and transp orta­ 
tion? 
The answer is that this is the Commu nist 
way . First, an attemp t is made to organize a 
p olitical p arty and get official recognition of it 
— in fact, a mov e in that direction is u nder 
way today inside the United States. Then, when 
the p enetration is comp leted, op p ortu nities to 
stir u p rev olu tion are mu ltip lied. 
It’s a familiar story , too, in Latin America. 
Cu ba is a p rime ex amp le of what can resu lt. 
The Sov iet gov ernment u su ally tries to ap p ear 
detached from the p lots of its trained su bv er­ 
siv es, bu t its agents — directed by Sov iet em­ 
bassies and legations — are deep ly inv olv ed. 
Ih the Uhited States toe American gov ern­ 
ment is familiar with the intrigu es of the Com­ 
mu nists and the p art they p lay in fomenting 
disorders. Fu nds are su p p lied from Moscow to 
finance Commu nist p rojects that stir u p trou ­ 
ble. 
The easiest way to create "dissent" Is 
throu gh the colleges. Camp u s demonstrations 
hav e been carried on hitherto in many Latin 
American cou ntries, bu t now they are reaching 
a climax in colleges from coast to coast in this 
cou ntry . 
Some members of Congress are well aware of 
how Commu nists hav e infiltrated many of the 
"civ il rights" organizations which hav e initiat­ 
ed "marches" and "demonstrations." 
Sev eral sp eeches hav e been made in the 
Hou se and Senate naming the indiv idu als who 
hav e been Identified hitherto with Commu nist 
activ ities and now are acting as key adv isers to 
"civ il rights" grou p s. Bu t, inasmu ch as the De­ 
p artment of Ju stice hasn’t been doing any p ro­ 
secu ting, the general p u blic is told again and 
again that the Commu nist consp iracy is a 
"my th." 
There are v ary ing v iews as to why federal 
au thorities hav en’t clamp ed down on Commu ­ 
nist agitators, bu t p olitics Is generally believ ed 
to be the reason. There is oft-heard comment 
abou t the fear p rev ailing in the administration 
that the Negro v ote cou ld be antagonized if toe 
imp ression dev elop s that the ju stified p rotests 
of Negroes concerning racial discrimination 
were being downgraded. 
The crisis in France is, of cou rse, ominou s. 
The Commu nists hav e been allowed freedom of 
dissent and ev en p olitical organization. Today 
they hav e control of labor u nions and are to a 
large ex tent resp onsible for the rebellion that 
has swep t the cou ntry . 


THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT meanwhile 
help s secretely to finance the disorders and 
su bv ersiv e activ ities and p ou rs ou t hu ndreds 
of millions of dollars a y ear to finance the 
North Vietnamese Army in its war against 
American troop e. 
The gov ernment here has p lenty of informa­ 
tion abou t foe mu nitions, warp lans, mortars and 
bombs which hav e been sent to North Vietnam 
by the Commu nist cou ntries in the last three 
y ears. Bu t no official p ronou ncement has come 
from foe gov ernment here so that the American 
p eop le can be au thoritativ ely informed abou t 
their tru e enemies in the Vietnam War. 
Commu nist imp erialism has a simp le strate­ 
gy — it keep s Ru ssian troop s from getting into 
battle, bu t sends money and su p p lies to stir u p 
"wars of liberation" in other cou ntries or giv es 
armament to the ex isting regimes after su bv er­ 
siv es hav e conv erted the ru ling au thorities to 
the Commu nist side. 
The so-called "cold war" Is being won by the 
Sov iets, and ev entu ally it will be rev ealed that 
the Commu nists hav e achiev ed their biggest 
v ictories on the college camp u ses and in the 
slu m areas of the big cities of America.

For this reason 
these pills should not be taken 
by any woman who has any 
type of vascular disease, in­ 
cluding hig h blood pressure.

•ad problem.

DEAR HEIXHSE: My hut- 
band travels a kH and I have 
always disliked being alone at 
night. 
So I would feel safer, he went 
to a hardware store to buy an 
extra lock for our sliding glass 
door that opens onto the patio.

When this 
is placed in the track, the door 
could not be moved. He did and 
it sure worked.

Atlantic in a search which has 
brought no reliable clue as to 
the fate of the 840 million sub. 
The Navy said it was check­ 
ing a lone seaman’s report that 
he had sighted an unidentified 
orange object to foe water. 
Late in the day , foe Navy said 
there had been no further sight­ 
ings of the orange object and in- 
dinted no optimism that it 
might turn out to be a buoy sig­ 
nal released by the Scorpion. 
Capt. John F. Davis told 
newsmen that a seaman aboard 
a Navy refrigerator ship report­ 
ed early Tuesday seeing “an or­ 
ange colored object” about 60 to 
80 miles north of the position 
where there had been a pre­ 
vious report of an oil slick. 
This was in the general area 
of foe Scorpion’s planned home­ 
ward track toward Norfolk, Va., 
but when Davis was asked 
whether foe Navy is supposing 
that the orange object is a buoy , 
possibly sent up as a sign of dis­ 
tress from the Scorpion, Davis 
said “we aren’t supposing one 
way or another.” 
The captain, who was moni­ 
toring at the Pentagon the 
three-day -old search for the 
Scorpion, said the refrigerator 
ship Hy ades has been ordered to 
stay in the area and look further 
while other search vessels come 
up. 
Davis said th crewman who 
reported seeing the orange col­ 
ored object “was unable to get 
any one else on ¿he ship to see it 
also, and the search airplane, 
which at that time was over­ 
head, was unable to pick it up 
either.” 
The oil slick was reported to 
have been seen May 23 about 
800 miles west of the last known 
position of the Scorpion two 
day s earlier. 
The orange object was report­ 
ed seen five day s after the oil 
slick and north of it. Davis said 
there was a light current to the 
north in that area. 
However, the captain said 
that the first search airplanes to 
reach the position of the report­ 
ed oil slick late Tuesday found 
no sign of it, 
n o r of any thing 
else. 
Navy officers have tended to 
discount the importance of the 
slick, say ing that these are com­ 
mon in the ocean where ships 
often disgorge used oil. 
Davis also appeared to dis­ 
count a British amateur radio 
operator’s report that he heard 
on Monday a fhip-to-ship con­ 
versation which the ham said, 
seemed to be a distress call 
from Scorpion. 
“We haven’t any information 
to indicate that was an actual 
contact 
with 
foe 
Scorpion,” 
Davis said. 
“We have heard some moni­ 
toring was done of radio trans­ 
missions, but they do not corre­ 
late with what we know.”

The search force was beefed 
up to more than 50 ships and 90 
planes sweeping a 50-mile path 
along foe Scorpion’s intended 
track, which ran about 2,760 
miles from its last known posi­ 
tion south of the Azores to Nor­ 
folk. 
The entire track has been cov­ 
ered by air, officials said, and 
will be survey ed again.

Once the ball has left the 
clubhead, we’re concerned with 
the way it’s heading. It can go 
absolutely straight, a physical 
improbability; it can slice to 
the right; it can hook to the 
left. 
The slice 
results basically 
from hitting across tha ball, the 
inside-out swing discussed in the 
lesson on impact and down­ 
swing. The route of the swing 
takes the clubhead from the 
outside and cuts It across the 
ball to the Inside, Imparting a 
slicing or revolving

It can be caused by improper
